interruptions ; that the board of trade 
by day and the theatres at night would 
doubtless attract attendants on the 
meeting; that the Chicago journals 
would, in their usual enterprising man- 
ner, call on the delegates foran explan 
ation of the meaning of the meeting ; 
that they would not be satisfied that | 
the meeting was an informal one, with | 
no ulterior object except that of an in- 
terchange of views; that they would 
insist on its being a trust and so repre- 
sent it before the public. The result of 
coming together in Chicago would be, 
it was urged, a confased, unsatisfacto- 
ry, interrupted, disjointed geste 
misrepresented to the outside world.

Sev- 
eral mills have withdrawn entirely 
and are idle, while those in operation, 
although running light, find part of 
their output going into the warehouses. 
Work is very scarce and will likely con- 
tinue to be so the rest of the year, 50 
that operatives do not see many pros- 
pects for a merry Christmas. One of 
the mills now idle will resume Mon- 
day, but the withdrawal of others will 
likely counterbaiance this gain. 

The total output for the week was 
44,700 bbls, quite a tumble from the 
good runs tailied a few weeks ago, and 
was distributed as follows:

The 
high prices ruling for wheat seem to 
have stimulated extensive sowing ev- 
erywhere, and from all parts of the 
world we hear of an increased acreage 
being planted to wheat this autumn. 

Of the flour trade, little more can be 
said than that it is very dull and drag- 
ing.

LATER LONDON NEWS. 
[Special Correspondence. | 

There has again been very little ani- 
mation in the wheat trade this week, 
the sharp decline in ths American 
markets and the absenceof the expect- 
ed large demand for France and Italy, 
causing buyers to demand a further 
concession. The result is, that prices 
have given way about 1s per qr this 
week, No. 1 Californian just shipped 
selling at 41s 3d, against 43s, the high- 
est pointof a fortnight ago, and No. 2 
Calcutta, October-November shipment 
via canal, being worth only 36s 6d. It 
is evident, indeed, that, as I have fre- 
quently pointed out as likely to hap- 
pen, the largeimports of the last ten 
weoks, which have been nearly 10,000-, 
000 bus beyond our requirements, have 
been too much for the market, and be- 
fore any safe recovery can take place 
this glut of wheat must be worked off. 
Itis true that we shall now for a con- 
siderable time to come be probably re- 
ceiving too little, rather than too 
much wheat, so that stocks will now be 
gradually diminishing, but meanwhile 
millers have bought freely and are dis- 
posed to work off their old stocks rather 
than make fresh contracts. The mar- 
ket, however, is by no means demoral- 
ized, which it often has been under 
simular circumstances, and it is clear 
that there is a great amount of confi- 
dence in a future improvement when 
the bulk of the autumn supplies shall 
have been worked off. The news from 
Odessa, it is true, is not very encour- 
aging, the stock there being no less 
than 13,040,000 bus, against about 
6,400,000 bus a year ago. In the other 
south Russian ports (whoseshipments 
it is true, are practically over till 
spring) the stock is also large, proba- 
bly amounting to 8,000,000 bus, making 
21,040,000 bus in all, in the south Rus- 
sian ports. It is tolerably certain, 
however, that early in the new year 
France and Italy will have to buy 
largely, and the heavy consumption 
in the United Kingdom, 4,200,000 bus 
per week during the next three 
monthg, will quickly make a hole in 
our stocks unless our imports continue 
very large.

An important item of news this week 
in this country is the report that a 
scheme has been projected, for com- 
biming all the flour mills betwe«n the 
Humber and the Tweed in one gigan- 
tic syndicate, or joint stock company. 
The recent successful salt syndicate is 
at the bottom of this scheme, and it is 
said that there is almost unlimited 
capital at the disposal of the promo- 
tore, whose great difficulty will be to 
prevail upon all the millers in the dis 
trict named to part with their inter- 
esis at any price. It is proposed to 
control a production of 50,000 sacks 
per week, and if the syndicate gets the 
a of the mills, it will force the 
remainder to submit by competition. 
Most of the leading millers are in fa- 
vor of the scheme, and one of our 
leading milling engineers is also large- 
ly interested.

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS MILLERS. 


The Southern Illinois Millers’ Asso- 
met in the parlors of the Newell hotel, 
at Carbondale, Ill., Nov. 27. The meet- 
ing was opened with A. J. Meek in the 
chair at 1 p. m. 

The minutes of the regular moog 
held at Chester, Ill., June 19, were r 
and approved. Also the minutes of 
special meeting held at Anna, IIl., 


a 10. 

. Meek spoke at some length in 
regard to the St. Louis Central Asso- 
ciation and urged those who were not 
yet members to join it. Ohas. Cole, 
also dealt with the same topic to simi- 
lar effect. 

Mr. Johnson moved that the mem- 
bers should figure what one barrel of 
flour would cost, by using No. 3 wheat 
at 95c per bu, free on board cars at 
mill. Among fifteen members the fg. 
ures ranged from $4 41 to $5.15 per bbl, 
average $4 78}. 

It was asked that each member 
should state price of wheat paid now 
at mill and amounts of wheat and flour 
on hand at present. Also that each 
should estimate how much wheat was 
in neighboring farmers’ hands, against 
same time last year. Nineteen mem- 
bers reported an average of 92}c per 
bu paid for wheat, with 21,800 bbis 
flour and about 250,000 bus wheat on 
hand. Of those reporting wheat in 
farmers’ hands, six reported about 
same, seven less, two about half, one 
much less and three more. 

It was moved that President Meek 
appoint a committee of seven as a del- 
egation to the Illinois State Millers’ 
Association meeting, to be held at 
Springfield, Dec. 5. Chas. Cole, Ches- 
ter, and Messrs. Johnson, Centralia ; 
Graham, Carbondale ; Reickart, Free- 
burg; Neal, Murphysboro; Koenigs- 
mark, Waterloo,and Harrison, Ashley, 
were appointed as said committee. It 
was requested that as many members: 
as possible should attend the state 
meeting. 

It was moved that the committee 
bring the evil of loaning grain sacks 
before the state convention. Also the 
matter of putting 24and 48 lbs flour 
in one-eighth and one-fourth bbl sacks 
respectively, and the probability of 
bringing the flour trade to acash basis. 
Mr. Meek was authorizod to bring the 
latter topic before the Central associa- 
ti 


on. 

Motion was made by Chas. Cole, that 
the association asa body agree toreduce 
its output to half time until Jan. 1. 

Adopted.

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MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 5. 
There was quitea dropin the flour 
output last week, but hardly to the 
extent that had been expected. Some 
of the larger mills about to stop were 
operated a little stronger than usual, 
and the figures were kept up pretty 
well. The total ggg at for the 
week was 83,200 bbls—averaging 13,867 
bbls daily—against 119,400 bbis the 
previous week, and 102,300 bbls for the 
corresponding week in 1887. Ithas re- 
mained for the current week to witness 
the lightest operations so far. On 
Monday only five outof the twenty-two 
mills in the city were running, and 
they were not the larger ones. Others 
have started to-day, but there are still 
ten left, representing a daily output of 
over 19,000 bbls, which will not turn a 
wheel this week. Millers are just now 
interested in freight rates from Chi- 
cago eastward. The trunk lines have 
agreed to a 25c rate on wheat and its 
products, Chicago to New York, to go 
into effect Dec. 17, which makes an 
advance of 10c per bbl on flour. The 
Soo road has so far given no notice 
of any similar advance, but it is sur- 
mised that this line will hardly let the 
opportunity pss without at least ask- 
ing part of the advance. Some of the 
larger firms are storing here, and at 
present there are probably 50,000 bbls 
in the city—about two days’ produc- 
tion. While a few firms report a some- 
what better feeling in the flour mar- 
ket, with a few small orders coming 
in, the general trade continues with- 
out life. There is more inquiry from 
abroad, but practically no sales are 
made. The direct exports last week 
were the lightest on record, bein 
only 9,650 bbls, against 22,490 bbls the 
receding week. Asking quotations, 
ondon c. i. f. 280 lbs are: Patents, 
40s ; bakers, 303 ; low grades, 18s.

Dakota Millers’ Association, the con- 
stitution and by-laws, together with 
the resolutions adopted at the last 
day’s ses3ion. We therefore print 
them below : 


CoNSTITUTION—ARTICLE 1, 

Sec.1. This association shall be known as 
“The South Dakota Millers’ Association.” 

Sec. 2. The purpose of this association shall be 
the protection and development of the milling 
interest of south Dakota. 

Sec. 3. Any person, firm, corporation or their 
reprezentative, engaged in the manufacture of 
flour in south Dakota shall be eligible toa mem- 
bership in this association by signing the consti- 
tution and by-laws, and paying the requisite fee. 

ARTICLE 2. 

Sec.1. The officers of this association shall 
consist of a president, secretary and treasurer, 
who shall be elected for one year, or uatil their 
successors are elected and qualified, and an ex- 
ecutive board, composed of five members, consist- 
ing of the president, secretary, and members 
chosen by the president. 

Sec. 2. The officers of this association shall be 
elected at the annual meeting by ballot and by 
majority of the members present. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Sec. 1. The meetings of the association shall 
be annual and semi-annual. Tne annual shall 
be held on the first Wednesday after the first 
Monday of August. The semi-annual shall be 
the first Wednesday after the first Monday of 
February of each year. 

Sec. 2. The place ofconvening shall be decided 
by a majority vote of the members present at the 
preceding meeting. 

By-LAws—ARTICLE 1. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the president to 
preside at all meetings. and decide all points of 
order, appoint all standing and special commit- 
tees, and perform all duties usually devolving on 
the executive officer and in conjunction with the 
secretary and executive board t) call special 
meetings, when io their judgment they deem it 
necessary. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the vice presi- 
dents to preside in their order in the absence of 
the pre-ident. 

Sec. 3 It shall be the duty of the secretary to 
perform all dut.es devolving upon an officer in 
that capacity.

The unusually heavy arrivals of 
wheat and flour in the United King- 
dom during the last two months, are 
beginning to have an effect on the 
market—all the more so, as the Amer- 
ican markets do not afford so much en- 
couragement as before, and France 
continues to hold aloof from further 
purchases of foreign wheat. A decline 
of 6d to 9d per quarter has in fact tak- 
en place this week for most sorts of for- 
eign wheat, and there is very little dis- 
position to buy. Holdera, it is true, 
do not press their wheat on the mar- 
ket, and evidently do not expect any 
serious decline. aving, in fact, with- 
stood the effect of almost unprecedent- 
edly large imports during the last 
eight weeks, prices may be expected 
to be all the more susceptible to the ef- 
fect of short supplies, which we are 
now likely to have for some time 
to come, the Azof ports being closed 
by ice. As I have before pointed out, 
however, an accumulation of over 
8,000,000 bus of wheat, over and above 
our wants in eight weeks, takes some 
time to distribute, and its effect is 
likely to last out the present calendar 

ear. 
. Beerbohm, in his review of Friday 
last, gave the following movements of 
supplies and stocks in the United 
Kingdom in the eleven weeks which 
have elapsed since harvest :

Chili, which means that it will take 
three and one-half to four and one- 
half months to arrive here. What is 
more important is the fact that Rus- 
sia, afcer supplying western Europe 
with about 3,200 000 bus per week dur- 
ing the past two months, will now be 
forced to reduce the amount to proba- 
bly 800,000 bus per week, owing to the 
close of navigation. Russia has so far 
enabled us to do entirely without 
American red wheats this season, but 
Idoubt very much whether we shall 
be able to continue to doso. At any 
rate, it is pretty cartain that our stocks 
w.ll now be diminishing for a long 
period, and when the present glut of 
supplies is worked off I look for fresh 
activity.

NASHVILLE AND LOUISVILLE. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

The American Mill OCo.’s new mill, 
recent built by the Nordye & Marmon 
Co., of Indianapolis, has been running 
about sixty days but is to close down 
shortly, owing to a scarcity of orders. 
The mill has a fine warehouse in con- 
nection, partly filled with flour from 
which orders can be filled. 

The Nashville Milling Co., of which 
John J. McCann is manager, is one of 
the steadiest running and best paying 
millsin the south. It has 700 bbls ca- 
pacity, and, notwithstanding the pres- 
ent dutl market, is some 1,500 bbls be- 
hind orders, with every mail addin 
to the shortage. Mr. McCann does 
not wish to run his mill to full capac- 
ity, owing to the effort being made in 
Sc. Louis to reduce the output, and it 
is more than likely that he will not av- 
erage more than half time up to Jan. 1. 

The Lanier Milling Co. has tempora- 
rily closed down to repair its steam 
plant and is aoe in this time 
against the half time it is to run till 
the new year comes in. Its stock of 
flour from which to supply new orders 
is light, and it will likely start up at 
an easy gait before Dec. 1, although, 
as Mr. Lanier puts it, they “are not 
going to fool the stuff away.” 

Feed is bringing a good price in 
Nashville and the mills are bothered 
to fill orders. The stock of wheat in 
the millers’ hands is ample for their 
immediate requirements and if the 
flour markets do not improve,they are 
not likely to delight the St. Louis grain 
men with buying orders on this crop. 

Anyone atall interested in the man- 
ufacture of flour would be edified by a 
visit of inspection to the mills of Nash- 
ville. The Nashville and Lanier mills 
are run on as exact business principles 
as any milisin this country. A yield 
is taken twice a day, and a balance- 
sheet at the end of each month, so 
that no day passes them that they do 
not know exactly what they are doing. 
Each mill is supplied with storage 
room for several thousand barrels of 
flour, and this space is at times used to 
accommodate customers who dasire to 
anticipate an advance in the market, 
thougn the flour thus stored is in- 
voiced and paid for when ordered. In 
this respect the mills are in advance of 
many which permit buyers to specu 
late without putting up their money. 
Fuel is not expensive and labor is 
cheap. Nashvilie is 10c nearer the 
south, which is its natural outlet, than 
Louisville or St. Louis, and in the 
event of wheat purchases from 
St. Louis and points west of 
that city, the raiiroads extend tran- 
sit rates that preserva an equilib- 
rium. The warehouses and milis are 
built in the most substantial manner, 
and the side-track facilities are exce 
tionally fine. Taken ail io all, Nash- 
ville is the best milling center in the 
south, and its advantages are fully ap- 
preciated and fostered by the millers 
who are fortunately locat3ad there.

It must 
be admitted that it isnot a difficult 
task, if a large amount of wheat is 
used, but if itis to be accomplished, 
and at the same time the yield kept 
down to a paying basis, then the task 
becomes more difficult. There is 
about so much good flour in the 
wheat—of course this will vary accord- 
ing to the condition and variety, and 
the question is, how shall we mill so as 
to get all the flour possible, while we 
do not injure it in the operation? 
Some tell us this can best be accom- 
plished by the short or three-break sys- 
tem, others by the long or six-break 
system. So we see that there is a dif- 
ference of opinion among the doctors, 


better method ; hence each i3 doing all 
in his power to persuade the other of 
the error of his ways, and is ever ready 
to hold out a helping hand to lead him 
into the promisedland. It may be said 
in this connection that no mill is ab- 
solutely perfect in its separations, and 
none know this better than the best 
posted millers; hence they are con- 
stantiy working and studying to better 
their own condition. This is preémi- 
nently proper, but it shows on its faca 
that none are satisfied with the pres 

ent results, but that all are ever ready 
to be led into new and more produc- 


tive fialds. One thing is sure, there 
willbe no retrogression, for the prac-

How idle, then, itis to ascribe 
perfection to our present methods, 
and how worss than foolish are any at- 
tempts which would convince us that 
we have nothing more to learn.

It is a fact beyona dispute that su- 
perior machinery is of little practical 
value, unless it be properly handled, 
but we shall be surprised to see how 
the best machinery will lift a man up, 
so to speak, provided the same amount 
of intelligence is exercised in its use, 
that was displayed in the invention 
and building of the same.

I am led to the conclusion, with oth- 
ers, that the art of milling consists not 
less in properly mixing the differeat 
kinds of grain to produce the best 
flour, than iu grinding and preparing 
it well for food, and that this depart- 
ment offers scope for intelligence and 
knowledge.

The mode of making flour has much 
to do with its quality. The whitest 
flour has eliminated from it every trace 
of the bran or fibrous material, and 
the purifior is of great assistance to the 
miller in enabling him to remove this 
objectionable stock. Asan auxiliary, 
the purifier has been of great value, 
and it is doubtful if its use will ever 
be discarded so long as sharp, white

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PILGRIMS’ PROGRESS. 


The Miller’s Weary Way; What 
Helped Him and What 
Hindered Him. 





BY PATTERSON PARLEY.—VII. 


Upon arriving at the mill I found it 
running to ite full capacity, and re- 
marked to the proprietor that it was 
strange thatthssmail mills could keep 
running all the time, when the large 
ones were compelled to close down 
every little while, owing to a scarcity 
of orders, to which he offsred the fol- 
lowing solution : 

“You see I have to keep running, 
because my capital is limit:d. When 
I ran twenty-four hours a day, my cost 
of manufacture is about thirty cents a 
barrel, but if I only ran twelve hours 
the cost of making the flour is in. 
creased to fifty cents a barrel. Very 
many millers have stumbled over this 
probiem, thinking that a half time run 
reduces. the cost of manufacture, 
whereas the truth is, it very nearly 
doubles it. Ihave spent much time in 
figuring this out, and I know it is so. 
Right there is why I have to run so 
steadily, a3 I have but very little local 
trade, say twenty-five barrels a day, so 
that every other day I haveacar of 
flour to ship to my commission mer- 
chantin New York. By making all 
the flour I can, 1 make it cheaper, and 
what Isave nearly pays the commis- 
sion charges, for [ can’t get any more 
for my flour if I only run half time. 
So I make more money by keeping 
her up to her fall gait than any other 
way.” 

“That may all be true,’’ I remarked, 
“but only yesterday I was talking to a 
miller who said he never consigned a 
barrel of flour and could hardly get a 
living by selling his flour direct. He 
said any man who consigned flour was 
@ fool, and was sure to burst up sooner 
or later, just according to whether he 
consigned much or littie.”’ 

“That’s all right about the commis- 
sion man,” he replied. ‘I have heard 
the same stuff. But I tell you he is the 
poor miller’s friend. hy, when I 
built this mill I only had eight thou- 
sand dollars and the mill cost twenty. 
I paid five thousand down and kept 
the balance for capital. Now how long 
could Iran my mill on three thousand 
dollars, pay cash for wheat and trust 
my flour out to the trade on thirty 
days? You know that iu less thana 
week I would bebroke and have to shut 
down and wait for some cash to come 
in. Whereasnow, [runrightalong,ship 
my flour and draw within fifty cents a 
barrel of what it would bring and get 
an account of sales twice a month, so 
my business keeps me in cash. Here 
only a few months ago I had a chanca 
to buy a fine lot of wheat—about ten 
thousand bushels. I just wrote my 
commission firm about it and told 
them I wanted to draw up full on the 
next few shipments, and asked the 
loan of a few dollars, promising to 
ship three cars a week until I got 
square again and they accommodated 
me, charging me only legal rate of in- 
terest for my drafts and the advance. 
What is the use of running down a 
firm that uses you that way ?”’ 

“No sensein abusing the bridge that 
carries you safe over, that’s true,” I 
answered; ‘“‘but are you able to pay 
off the debt of the mill as it comes 
due? Your interest account must be 
very large.” 

“I do pay a great deal of interest, 
but my mill has only been running 
three years, and it is more than half 
paid for, and I have lived besides. I 

ut up that storehouse yonder, too. 
That cost me five hundred, and then I 

ay you machinery fellows three or 
oo hundredayear. You havealways 
gotsomething I have got to have and 
make me invest more than I ought to. 
Oh, I have no reason to complain 
about the way I’m doing, and so long 
as my commission house is in the busi- 
ness, and uses me the way it has inthe 
past, it is > get all my flour.” 

“How do you ship to New York? 
In bags or barrels ?”’ I asked. 

“T have been shipping barrels up to 
a few months ago, when the house be- 

an me 7 ps sacks to me, which I fill. 
They old twenty-four and a half 
pounds, and have the firm’s brand on 





then, so they musi think a great deal 
— to put thoir own name on 
eh? : 

‘That is so,”’ I replied ; ‘‘but do they 
ship you the sacks for nothing and 
have you fill them ?” 

“Oh, no; they charge me for the 
sacks, and then I ship them just the 
same as barrels, only they deduct ten 
cents on account of the sacks when 
making the returns,” he replied. 

“It would baa g20d thing for you if 
you could put your owa brand on the 
sacks and thus get a reputa ion for 
your mill,” I ventured. 

“I wrote them about that,’’ he re- 
plied ; “butthey seemed to think that 
I wasn’t known in the markst and 
they could get more money for the 
flour for me under their brand than if 
it were under mine.” 

“All right, we will consider the flour 
business closed up. Now let us do a 
little figuring,’ I said, taking out m 
pencil. ‘You have got your mill half 
paid for in three years and it cost 
twenty thousand dollars. You put five 
thousand of the capital into it on the 
start, showing that the mill has earned 
five thousand toward paying for itself. 
Allow about four hundred a year im- 
provements and to cover the ware- 
house you speak of and you have made 
a little over six thousand dollars in 
three years, or about two thousand a 
year. At that rate you will be five 
years more paying tor the mill and 
then it will be an old mill. You will 
have twenty thousand in a plant that 
isn’t worth ten, unless another pile of 
money is spent on it. What a:e you 
going to do then?” 

“Borrow some more money and get 
her in shape again. I knowl am mak- 
ing about two thousand a year, and 
that is twelve hundred more than I 
could get running a mill, and I’m in 
position to have a good year come 
along and give me a boost, and a hard 
one may hit me and knock me silly, 
but I am taking my chances on that. 
In five years or less I’!l have her paid 
tor and then I can afford to spend some 
money and bring her up,’ he replied 
with animation. 

“And in the meantime you will con- 
tinue to consign flour and ruin the 
eastern markets for the other millers 
who do not consign,”’ I ventured. 

“The other millers be teetotally 
darned! What doI care for them, or 
they for me? Isn’t Ferguson over here 
four miles, always bidding up the price 
of wheat on me and then coming into 
this town and selling flour for less than 
I am, and breaking my price? Don’t I 
frequently get more money out of my 
flour in New York than I do right here 
at home? I sappose that’s because I 
consign flour, too, aint it? No, siree! 
I don’t care a cuss for the other miller, 
and he don’t give arap for me. Now 
what should I do if I don’t do just as 
Iam doing?” 

I saw he was growing heated over 
the drift of the conversation, and, as 
I couldn’t answer the quastion, I 
turned the subject. 





An Odessa correspondent writes to 
Dornbusch’s List, of London, in the 
latter part of October: ‘‘The daily re- 
ceipts of grain supplies, which are at 
once stored in granary, must naturally 
tend to augment the visible stock, 
which has already assumed enormous 
proportions, it being now estimated at 
more than 14,375,000 bus, and, if arriv- 
als continue on a similar scale, this 
amount will soon have doubled itself, 
and then what will be the position of 
holders of wheat, who, moreover, are 
just now experiencing a very hard 
time—in the first place, owing to the 
high charges demanded for warehouse 
room, which have reached over 3c = 
bu, and again through the difficulty 
of obtaining credit, which is becoming 
more and more impracticable in face 
of the great scarcity of ready money 
in the market.’”’ In England, this con- 
dition of things in Russia is thought 
likely to produce lower prices for 
wheat from that country. 





Dornbusch estimates the Russian 
crop of wheat (spring and winter,) at 
239,400,000 bus, against 261,520,000 bus 
in 1887, and 151,209,000 bus in 1886. 
Dornbusch and Beerhohm are in sub- 
stantial accord.

Hesson’s new elevator at Brandon, 
Man., is about done. 

Messner Bros. have started up their 
mill at St. Leon, Man., for the season. 

The Enderby (B.C.) roller mill is 
rashed with orders, its flour being 
much in demand. 

Carman, Man., has a saw and grist 
mill, owned by Mr. Glendenning and 
operated at times. 

At Portage la Prairie the elevator 
room is nearly full and there is little 
market for any but the best samples of 
wheat. 

The Regina (Man.) Milling Co. has 
a large gang of carpenters at work 
rushing the construction of its 25,- 
000 bus elevator. 

Glenboro, Man., is regarded as a 
good point for a mili, asitis the largest 
wheat markst on the line, 500,000 bus 
having been sold there last year. 

Smith & Brigham, owners of the 
Assiniboia roller mill at Moosomin, 
Assa., have lately built a storehouse 
for flour. Thay are running day and 
night. 

R. H. Little’s new 25,000 bu elevator, 
at Cypress River, Man., is now in ope- 
ration. The sudden drop in prices has 
stopped deliveries, and wheat is some- 
what scarce there. 

The Clearwater (Man ) mill expec‘s 
to have its roller machinery at work 
by Dec. 1. Wheat is coming in fast 
and the elevator at Clearwater has 
been loading cars at night. 

A. O. Hastings, representing the 
Ogilvie Miiling Co., of Winni 
the Pacific coast, and who has been in 
Winnipeg for a month on business, left 
for Vancouver Nov. 21. He says the 
trade in Manitoba flour on the coast is 
steadily increasing. 

D. R. Fraser & Co., Edmonton, 
Man., have started their mill. Owing 
to threshing operations among the 
farmers, there has not been much of 
the new crop brought in, butthat which 
has been ground is of good quality and 
makes good flour. hey expect to 
have all they can do in a week or two. 


At the Port Arthur and Fort William 
elevators, wheat receipts this year are 
much smaller than last. Up to about 
Nov. 15, Port Arthur had raceived 
1,320,690 bus, as contrasted with 2,228,- 
090 bus for the same tims last year—a 
decrease of 967,400 bus. At that date 
there were 402,000 bus in store at the 
port named. 


Only 90 men are now at work 
on the new elevator 
William, 100 having been dismissed 
about Nov. 16. The machinery is 
being put in and the work is expected 
to be all done by Dec. 1. Large 
amounts of grain have lately been 
shipped by lake from Fort William and 
Port Arthur to eastern points. 


The Lake of the Woods Milling Oo.’s 
new elevator at Keewativ, Ont., is be- 
ing built as fast as possible, fifcy men 
being at work. The company is re- 
ceiving 25 to 30 cars of wheat daily. 
The mill was run 24 hours recently, 
without shutting down, to see what it 
could do. The product was 1,100 bbls 
and the company claims that 1,250 bbls 
can easily be made. 

The central experimental firm at 
Ottawa, Ont., has prepared to make 
tests on all frozan wheat samples sent 
in, in order to protect the farmers of 
Manitoba and the Northwest from 
sowing seed which is deficient in ger- 
minating powers. Two or three ounces 
of wheat are sufficient for the purpose, 
and the tests are made and the re- 
turns sent free of charge. 


The people at Cartwright, Man., are 
agitating strongly for a grist mill, and 
some farmers have offered 100 bus of 
wheat each as a bonus for a 50 bbl 
roller mill. Cartwright is said to be a 
good location, there being no mill 
within 60 miles west and 20 miles east. 
Wood is within easy reach, and there 
is an abundance of water, with water 
power which could be used in summer. 

The Assiniboine water wer bill 
came before the Manitoba lestitntare 
recently, and caused a considerable 
discussion as to the propriety of al- 
lowing the Winnipeg city council to

engage in trade, the idea being preva- 
lent that it should be left to private 
capital, and special taxation for such 
enterpriees encouraged. The bill was 
finally passed, but haz yet to come be- 
fore the Dominion par ent. 


A meeting was held at Austin, Man., 
Nov. 21, by residents of the municipal- 
ity of North Norfolk, to consider the 
advisability of a a bonus of 
$5 000 to assist fn building a steam 
roller mill. Opinion was strongly in 
favor of a bonus, and as Austin is well 
situated in the centre of a fine in 
growing and stock-raising district, it 
is thought there will be no trouble in 
getting a good man to take hold of the 
matter. 

Manitoba patents are selling in Van- 
couver, B. OC, for $7.50 per bbl; Mani- 
toba bakers’ for $7; Columbia Milling 
Co.’3 patent, $625; straight, $5 75; 
strong bakers’, $5.25; Oregon flours, 
$6 25; oatmeal, standard, 1U0 lb sacks, 
$3 25; grannlated, $3.50. Prices in 
Winnipeg, Nov. 26 were $3.10 for pat- 
ents; $290 for strong bakers’; $2 25 
for XXXX ; $1.90 for superfine. This 
is a drop of 3Jc per bbl or 15¢ per 100 
lbs since wheat declined. 


Winnipeg grain buyers report that 
farmers are holding back their wheat 
since the fall in prices, thinking they 
will get $1 before Jan. 31. The decline 
has been 10@203 within a few days and 
on Nov. 29, 90c was the highest paid 
for No. 1 hard. Shipments east have 
somewhat increased, 75 to 90 cars pass- 
ing through Winnipeg daily. At pro- 
vincial points receipts are not gener- 
ally heavy as yet. Prices under usual 
conditions range at 85@90c since the 
rop. 

R. Muir & Co.’s steam mill at Tre- 

herne, Man, which is being pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, will 
have 125 to 150 bbls capacity, and will 
be four stories high. ere is plenty 
of wood and water near the mill, which 
will prove a great aid to the operators. 
A brick engine room is being built, 
apart from the mill. About 125,000 
bus of wheat were marketed at Tre- 
herne, last year, and the sales will 
probably be no larger this year, though 
most of the wheat offered is of good 
quality. 

Holland, Man., has a new roller mill, 
finished last spring, but it has not run 
much, a3 water is hard toget. There 
is aged of surface water in shallow 
wells, and the mill has been running 
part of the time on water from such a 
well. It is now the intention to dig a 
wide well or pit for surface water, and 
it is thought this will answer the pur- 
ose. The millis owned by the Hol- 
land Milling Co., of which John Moir 
is managing secretary, and Dr. Bald- 
win, of Norquay, president. It has 50 
to 60 bbls capacity. John Moir, of the 
company, also handles grain and lum 
ber. About 175,000 bus of wheat were 
marketed in Holland last year, but this 
season the amount will be less. 


A dispatch has been sent out from 
Duluth regarding Manitoba wheat re- 
ceived there in bond, consigned to 
eastern Canada, to the effect that it is 
frosted and of poor quality, grading 
No. 3 and rejected. Manitoba people 
are very indignant at this, saying that 
but little grain has been sent out over 
the Red River road to Duluth as yet, 
and that the dispatch was utterly false 
and sent to mislead the public and en- 
hance the value of American wheat. 
The Winnipeg papers warn shippers 
against sending grain to Duluth, say- 
ing that it will be mixed with or re- 
placed by damaged grain in elevators 
there,thus injuring Manitoba products 
in British markets. 

Winnipeg Free Press: The sudden 
decline in wheat has caused dealers, 
who have a large supply on hand, con- 
siderable uneasiness. The drop here 
can be accounted for from the fact 
that shippers are not able to compete 
with the Minneapolis buyers in send- 
ing their purchases to the eastern mar- 
kets, as the Minneapolis men have the 
Soo road, which enables them to ship 
far cheaper than Manitoba can. An- 
other great reason that wheat has 
taken a tumble is that the duty ona 
barrel of flour is 50c, and as it takes 
5 bus of wheat to make one barrel of 
flour, the duty on wheat is really only 
10c. This enables Americans to ship 





wheat to Canada in the shape of flour, 
and they are able to undersell the Ca- 
nadian article. 

The Call of Winnipeg prints the 
substance of ©. A. Pillsbury’s late cir- 
cular on the wheat situation and adds : 
It may not be advisable, however, for 
farmers bere to take too much stock 
in Mr. Pillsbury’s predictions and 
hold on to their wheat for higher 
prices. They have been and are now 
receiving good prices, and it will prob- 
ably prove to be the better policy for 
them to be content than speculate on 
the “‘cyclone.”? The Toronto Mail er- 
roneously assumes that ‘“‘Mr. Pills- 
bury’s circular will not be pleasant 
reading for the Manitoba wheat grow- 
ers, who, had not the construction of 
their new_railway been blocked by the 
Canadian Pacific, would now be able 
to place their crop in the United States 
to good advantage.” A recent report 
from Duluth has shown Manitobans 
that they have nothing but unfair 
treatment to expect from that market 
and that they would not receive as 
much there for their wheat as they are 
now getting. 


RAILROADS AND SHIPPING. 


The steamer Great Eastern was 
lately sold at London for £58,000. 


The Champlain, Black River, Os- 
wego and Oayuga & Seneca canals 
were closed Nov. 30, at midnight. The 
Erie was open several days later. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion decides that the issuance of passes 
by a carrier to other than emp'oyers 
and to influence business, is illegal. 

The Burlington & Quincy road is 
making preparations to extend its lines 
300 miles westward to Wyoming dur- 
ing the next year, which will bring it 
nearly to the National Park. 

It is now stated that the Manitoba 
has found a way westward from Butte, 
Montana, and will —< its line on 
across the mountains and to the Pa 
cific coast as soon as possible. 

The waterway commission finished 
its preliminary labor Dec. 23, at Joliet. 
Ill. It was there decided that each of 
the river towns interested should send 
a committee of five to the waterway 
convention to be held in Chicago, 
Dec. 4. 

The Canadian government has de- 
cided to extend usual bonding privi- 
— asked for by the Northern Pa- 
cific road, which recently inaugurated 
service to Winnipeg via the Red River 
Valley. The railroad will give the 
usual bond of $80,000 as security for 
the safe delivery of all goods. 

The Daluth Herald claims that the 
harbor of Duluth is open several 
days before that at Superior, across the 
bay, and that it closes two to three 
weeks later, making the season a 
month or more longer at Duluth. 
This is attributed to the difference of 








_ currents and channels in the har- 
rs. 
The freight agents of the southwest- 


ern lines, including the Atchison and 
the Missouri Pacific, have arranged, 
subject to the approval of the general 
managers, to advance rates 20c per 
100 lbs on higher classes, and 20 per 
cent on lower classes. If approved, 
the new schedule goes into effact Jan. 1. 

Itis positively stated that the new 
road between Sioux City, Ia., and Og- 
den, Utah, will be begun in the spring. 
It will be 860 miles long, or 150 miles 
shorter than the Union Pacific, and 
willhave a much easier grade. Con- 
siderable money has already been 
spent in surveys and grading, and it 
is hoped to have the new road ready 
for work in twenty months. 

The freight committee of the cen- 
tral traffic association at a recent 
meeting in Chicago decided to recom- 
mend that the present basis of milling- 
in-transit rates—a minimum of ljc 
over the through rate from origin to 
destination—be continued in effect. 
Also the original agreement relating 
to the insertion of an insurance clause 
in all bills of lading was reaffirmed. 

See Ont., advices state that 
the ooner W. I. Preston has been 
abandoned. The wrecking party found 
her in ten feet of water on the south- 
west point of Wolf’s island, with her

not rise. The underwriters saved. ae 
bus of grain, and another 1,000 bus, 
although wet, was loaded on a scow.

The manner in which the Canadian 
Pacific proposes to enter Chicago is by 
an arrangement with the abash 
Western, whereby it will run its traing 
over the tracks of that road from De. 
troit. The Canadian Pacific aims to 
capture a portion of the enormons 
traffic from Chicago to the seabo. 
and the recent deal is said to accom- 
plish thisend. The company ig con. 
structing a line from London, Oat., to 
Detroit, where it will connect with the 
Wabash Western, but it will not be 
completed under a year. 

Kansas City grain men are now mak. 
ing an active canvass to secure low 
rates for Kaneas and western grain for 
export, and several large contracts 
have a = bape 5 made. By namin 
a large number of carloads which they 
are expecting to ship, they have ge. 
cured a rate 10c below the tariff. A 
representative of the Baltimore eleva- 
tors desired to make a contract for 300 
cars of Kansas corn, which he claimed 
to have already purchased, and a Kan- 
sas City firm agreed to increase this 
number to 500 if a 25c rate were given. 
As the present tariff from the Missis. 
sippi river is 20c, and 15c from Kansas 
City to the river, this makes the rate 
asked for a cutof 10c. The offer wag 
refased by the Chicago lines, but it is 
reported that certain St. Louis lines 
gave the desired rates and the con- 
tract was drawn up. Railroad men 
put but little faith in the large cor- 
tracts made by Kansas City grain dea’- 
ers, for they claim there is a scarcity 
of both cars and grain. 

The condition of the weather prac. 
tically closed the New York canais on 
Nov. 27, although there were about 
sixty boats in the Erie between Al- 
bany and Syracuse on that date. In 
1887 the total tonnage was over 5,500,- 
000; this year it will scarcely reach 
5,000,000. This was owing to four 
causes: 1. Because early in the season 
the boatmen held back for higher 
rates than 5c from Buffalo to New 
York and the railroads stepped 
in and secured the gains. 2. The ele- 
vator men have apparently obeyed 
the new law reducing charges for ele- 
vating, but they have added charges 
for storing, thus practically chanie 
the old rates. 3. The exports have 
been very light. 4. The Hutchinson 
wheat corner retarded shipments east- 
ward and led to 100,000 bus — 
sent to New York being sent b 
over the canal to Buffalo. The “dou- 
ble-header’’ boats complain that pes! 
lose time at locks not yet lengthe 
and declare it is impossible to increase 
the capacity of the Erie farther unless 
all the locks are lengthened. 

The Portland, Ore., chamber of com- 
merce alleges that the Southern Pa 
cific road discriminates against that 
city in carrying grain at less rates 
from southern Oregon points to San 
Francisco and Port Costa than to 
Portland. This is especially the case 
in the Umpqua valley, where the 
difference is very large in favor of 
southern points, even at much greater 
distances. This, too, under the lowest 
north-bound tariff of the company, 
which applies only under what 
known as the declaration bond. 
is, any shiner desiring to ship grain 
northward must sign a bond to the 
company that the grain is for export, 
which means that it musi be sent to 
some point beyond the state. Other- 
wise he must pay an advance of 60¢ 
rton. Or, to put itin other wor 
the grain is Festined to Portlan 
and for home consumption, the shipper 
must pay 60c per ton more than on 
that shipped for export under the 
declaration bond. The company = 
that the lower rate to southern poln 
is —— to secure grain to fill cars 
which would otherwise go to San Fran 
cisco empty.

Country Elevator Stocks. 





There were in country elevators, in 
Minnesota and Dakota, Dec. 1, this 
year, 8,625,000 bus wheat against 20,- 
100,000 bus Dec. 1 last year. The 
amount now in such elevators is an 
increase of 2,870,000 bus during Novem- 
ber, caused by a very free movement, 
during that month, in the northern 
sections. A year ago the increase in 
country stocks in November was ap- 
proximately 5,000,000 bus. The receipts 
in Minneapolis during November this 
year were 6,627,728 bus, and in Duluth 
647,984, a total of 7,275,712 bus. A year 
ago the receipts in Minneapolis were, 
in November, 7,£06,320 bus; in Duluth 
for the same month 4,026,267, a total 
of 11,532,587 bus. That shows a total 
decrease in the terminal receipts, at 
both places, this year, of 4,256,875 bus 
from receipts of last year for Novem- 
ber.— Market Record. 

The Dakota crop report for Decem- 
ber places the total wheat yield of the 
territory the past yesr at 38,749,980 
bus, against 52,406,000 busin 1857. The 
average price for 1888 is 93c, egainst 
51fc in 1887. 

Stocks of breadstuffs in Liverpool, 
Dec. 1, were: Flour, 81,000 sacks; 
wheat, 2 654,000 ctls ; corn, 472,000 ctls.

The new Miesouri legislature has 
among its members one miller—Sam- 
uel W. Geer, of Oregon, Mo. 

Only 24,000 bbls of flour were left in 
store at Duluth, Nov. 24, and that was 
held by the Eastern Minnesota road. 

Secretary Wheeler, of the Oascade 
mill at Sioux Falle, Da., remembered 
all his employes with Thanksgiving 
turkeys. 

The new grist mill, at New Albion, 
Pa., owned by George Davis, burned 
Nov. 19, with $2,800 loss and $1,500 in- 
surance. 

A syndicate of Montreal capitalists 
and others have perfected plans for 
developing the water power of the 
Lachine rapids. 

J. Cretors & Son had a formal open- 
ing of their new roller mill at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., Nov. 27, and issued invi- 
tations for the occasion. 

Boor & Benjamin, having gone out 
of the agriculcural implement business 
at Ashton, Ia., will now confine their 
attention to grain and lumber. 

It is reported but not believed on 
*change at Chicago, that “Old Hutch” 
is about to wind up his speculative 
business and retire from the floor alto- 
gether. 

The Jackson Soenty Mitag Co. at 
Black River Falls, is., has been 
obliged to discharge part of its em- 
ployes and will only run on half-time 
during the winter. 

One thing that high prices for wheat 
flour have done, is to increase the de- 
mand for rye flour, for which sellers 
report a good demand, says the Chi- 
cago Trade Bulletin. 

The large grocery house of Watkins 
& Aaylees, Texarkana, Ark., was lately 
closed on several attachments, among 
which was one by the Plant Milling 
Co., St. Louis, of $1,500. 

The Hawkeye Oatmeal Oo., of Des 
Moines, Ia., lately received an order 
from Washington territory for two 
carloads of relied oats. This plant is 
now running night and day. 


George Faebel, 2 member of the 
Chicago board of trade, recently 
committed suicide by shooting. It 
is understood that he lost about 
$40,000 in the Saptember wheat corner. 

Geo. H. Stewart’s mill, dwelling and 
stabl near Middle Springs, Pa., 
burned Nov. 16, together with grain, 
flour, etc., the whole loss being $15,000, 
with $5,000 insurance. The fire was 
incendiary. 

Frank Kidder, of W. L. Kidder &

der are now in the east on a six weeks’ 
wedding journey.

The supreme court of Mississippi 
holds in the case of McCown vs Mayer, 
that any owner of land can ty 
a crop before the seed is planted. This 
is a point that has been questioned 
since the repeal of the eleventh section 
of the agricultural lien law. 

J. H. Ackerman, engaged in the mill- 
ing business at Young America, Minn. 
was elected state senator at the recent 
election. He has had considerable legis- 
lative experience, having represen 
the thirty-second district in the sen- 
ates of 1883 and 1885. 


An important land suit, to which 
Frank Nicolin,the Jordan (Minn. ) mill- 
er, was defendant, has been decided in 
his favor by the state supreme court. 
The plaintiff secured a favorable decis- 
ion in the lower court, and Mr. Nico- 
lin appealed, and got a new trial. 


The monthly government crop re- 
ort states that the weather during 
ovember was especially favorable for 
the winter wheat sections.

Ald. H. F. Worrell, flour dealer and 
general grocer, Halifax, N. S., has as- 
signed, with heavy liabilities.

ndsmen and had to take the con- 
tract at a heavy loss. 


Judge Brewer of the U. S. circuit 
court enjoined the Iowa railroad com- 
mission from putting into effect its 
new schedule of rates, in what is 
known as Dubuque, Davenport and 
Burlington cases, adopted Nov. 3. He 
fixes the hearing on the question of 
the injunction at St. Paul, Dec. 11. 


The suit of the Western National 
bank of New York against Briggs 
Swift, president of the Fidelity Na- 
tional bank of Cincinnati, which failed 
on account of the disastrous wheat 
deal, in which the officers of the bank 
lost a large amount of money, has 
been dropped. It is said a private 
settlement was effected. 


Complaints are made that a num- 
ber of cargoes of corn, shipped 
from Chicago lately, have been re- 
ported as wheat and included in the 
visible supply report of the Chicago 
board of trade as such. Four boats, 
whose cargoes of corn aggregated 221,- 
000 bus, are named as having been in- 
cluded among the wheat supply. 


In the suit of Jos. T. Hill and other 
creditors of O. J. Kershaw, who went 
down before the great wheat deal of 
June, 1837, Judge Gresham has made a 
ieee order, requiring the produc- 
tion before a master in chancery at 
Chicago, of all books, papers, etc, held 
by the American National bank and 
others, and affecting the cases re- 
ferred to. 


The Franz brewery, at Sioux City, 
Ia., which has been idle since a short 
time after its foreman, John Arens- 
dorf, was arrested for the murder of 
Rev. George C. Haddock, is being re- 
modeled for an oatmeal mill.by a com-

No chan 
can be made in the measure except by 
authority of parliament, and before 
anything is done the people’s repre- 
sentatives will have opportunity to 
discuss the proposal, as well as a kin- 
dred one for an increase of the duty 
on flour. 

Lorenzo J. Clark, a miller of Wiscoy, 
Minn., was last week convicted at ‘St. 
Paul upon the charge of sending ob- 
scene literature and photographs 
through the mails. He owned a print- 
ing outfit, and — a smalleight- 
page paper, under the suggestive title 
of Cupid’s Arrow, in which matrimo- 
nial advertisements and other question- 
able matter appeared. He advertised 
largely in the country press, and it is 
believed that his business was very 
profitable before being brougbt to an 
end by the authorities. The penalty

The weather is very favorable for 
building operations, and the additions 
to the Cottrell works are making rapid 
progress. Pending the completion of 
the new parts, the same force. is em- 
ployed ssaven hours per day. 

The Sixth Street shop, in common 
with the others, is feeling the effect of 
the mills being idle, and is working 
short time and mostly on poles. ‘‘Buat,”’ 
observed Secretary Gill, “our men 
have been putting in fourteen hours 
per day most of the time during the 
past eight weeks, andit is not unwill- 
ingly that they take advantage of the 
opportunity to rest.” 

The North Star shop, for the first 
time in many a month, is having it a 
little slack the present week. This is 
caused by the temporary closing down 
of the Pillsbury A, one-half of whoss 
barrels the company furnishes, and the 
losing of the Zenith mill. The latter 
was operated under lease and now 
goes into the owners’ hands. The shop 
will not run all the week, stopping two 


or three days to make connection with' 


its new boiler. 

The twenty members from the Phe- 
nix shop who enter the Hennepin 
Bbi Co asa result of their company 
disbanding, are comfortably ensconced 
at their new quarters. Their names 
are Jas.

The barrel sales last week were the 
lightest in five months, and the manu- 
facture was only 10,000 greater than 
the sales. But when the extent of the 
decline in the flour output is consid- 
ered, it is remarkable that so many 
barrels are taken by the mills. There 
is almost no flour being exported at 
present, and last week 58 per cent of 
that made was packed in wood. Ev- 
ery shop in thecity is running more or 
less slack, and most of the codpera- 
tive shops have been compelled to 
dismiss their hired men, so that on 
that class of the craft, the present 
stagnation in business falls especially 
hard. At most of the outside milling 
points, coopers are also being thrown 
out of work, and altogether, the sit- 
uation is not very reassuring to the 
coopering trade.

The 14c freight rate on barrel stock, 
Chic here, is now in force, but 
probably no one has yet received any 
at that figure, as stock in transit by 
Dec. 1 came on the old rate of 9c. So 
ar, the Soo road has made no similar 








advance from Michigan points, and in 
some quarters it is thought that none 
willbe made. It is contended that 
this road is not available to the elm' 
stave country which makes the mar- 
ket here, but this may not hold good. 
And beside, there is-a bare possibility 
of the Soo making an arrangement 
with the Michigan Central road, 
whereby it will be able to tap the very 
heart of the stave-making district, and 
ata rate not as high proportionately 
as the 14c rate from Chicago. Eim 
staves are now quoted at $6 65@6 70 
per thousand, but, as everybody has 
enough on hand to last for six weeks 
or longer, it wiil be seen that the fig- 
ure is only nominal. Local shops are 
quite generally using hoop poles to a 
large extent, and there is a moderate 
demand for that class of stock at $9 to 
$12 per thousand. The receipts of 
stock last week were heavy, by reason 
of the considerable orders placed just 
before freight rates were put up 

There were a total of 61 cars received, 
of the following kinds: Elm staves, 
24 cars ; heading, 12 ; shaved hoops, 6; 
oak staves. 7; hoop poles, 6; patent 
stock, 6.

Otto Schimansky, of Sandusky, O. 
has received a patent on a machine for 
pointing hoops, and assigns a one-half 
interest to D. J. Brown, of same place. 

Charles M. and Alfred Wilson, of 
North Raymond, Me., have leased the 
New Gloucester shaker stave mill, and 
have on hand about 800 cords of tim- 
ber which they will make into shook. 


Bousfield, Perrin & Co., of Bay City, 
Mich., have been adding machinery 
for the manufacture of pail and tub 
staves, and will receive logs by rail 
during the winter, running from 75 to 
100 hands. 


At North Oreek, O, Nov. 22, the 
stave factory of J. W. Young burned, 
together with a saw mill. Total loss, 
$3,500; insurance unknown. There 
were about $800 worth of staves in the 
factory and $500 worth of headinge. 


John C. Brown & Co. are operating 
a large stave and heading mill at 
Whittemore, Iosco Co., Mich., and 
are shipping about three carloads of 
stuff daily. There is a large quantity 
of timber in that section suitable for 
staves and heading. The product is 
chiefly flour barrel staves and heading. 

Of the Chicago market, the North- 
western Lumbermansays: Little change 
is noted in either demand or prices. 
The market may bs caled steady with 
an improving tendency. Hog receipts 
are on the increase. Tierce staves are 
arriving in excess of the wants of 
trade, while pork barrel staves are 
about equal in receipts to the require- 
ments of manufacture. Hoops are ar- 
riving a little mora freely. 

Maria E. Beasley, John G. Rehfuss 
and Geo. M. Newell, of Philadelphi 
have taken out a patent on a barre 
setting-up machine, and assign it to 
the American Barrel & Stave Co, ot 
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staves,” the claim upon which reads 
as follows: The mode described of 
bending staves, said mode consisting 
in moviug thestaves forward in a di- 
rection transversely to their length, 
and while they are being thus trav- 
ersed, subjectiag them to a gradually- 
increasing pressure, whereby they are 
bent or curved longitudinally. The 
rights in this invention are also as- 
signed to the American Barrel & 
Stave Co. Geo. M. Newell, of Phila- 
delphia, also receives a patent for set- 
ting up barrels, and turas it over to the 
Camden company.

The position of the flour market is 
no stronger, and the volume of trade 
continues light. The past week has 
been somewhat broken by the holiday, 
which is always strictly observed 
in this section, Thanksgiving day be- 
ing one of the institutions of the year. 


3,|The storm at the first of the week, 


taken with the holiday later, has rath- 
er knocked all thoughts of business 
outof the minds of the trade, and, as 
there wasbut little suffering for sup- 
plies, no one seemed inclined tochange 
the conditions. The general tone of 
the market is no different from what 
it has been for several months past,ex- 
cept that it seems that the longer 


can get. Nominally most of the mills 
are asking about the same prices on 
their goods, but while this may be so 


under are being entertained. The fact 
is, this dull season so long continued 
does not please millers at all, and even 
at low prices, they appear to be in 
search of business, This is only no- 
ticeabie by the fact that no matter 
how strong wheat may have been 
since the full force of the recent boom 
expended itself, buyers have always 
been able to get some concessions. 
The price on patents, which was 
up to $8 plump for most any- 
thing during the boom, is now 
about $6.50@7 nominally, with many 
choice brands offered much below this 
outside figure. No oneis selling any 
amount of flour at any price, as, even 
if concessions are made for the pur- 
pose of placing a car or so, still far- 
ther concessions would have to be 
made to sell any more. The high 
prices during the boom caught tne 
trade here on all sides, from the single 
barrel customer to the 10,000 bbl buyer, 
and it lasted just long enough for 
them to get quite well filled up. Of 
course, had the boom held on longer, 
they would have pat in more goods, 
but when the reac:ion came, they be- 
gan to see the folly of their course, or 
at least, to view the situation in a 
much different light. Since then the 
market has been what could be ex- 
pected with everyone filled up with 
more or less high priced flour. There 
has been little or no demand, with no 
inducement for anyone to buy. Ifthe 
small crop of wheat was such that 
there was any likelihood of there be- 
ing a famine, there would be some in- 
ducement to keep up the speculative 
feeling, but consumers here find that 
at the high prices they have been pay- 
ing, there is no demand from abroad, 
so they have become weary of operat- 
ing in a boom which only worked 
against themselves. Dealers feel that 
at whatever price wheat —, 

worked up to, there is no fear but they 
will be able to goat all the flour they 
require, as l-ng as the foreign demand

ROCHESTER AND BUFFALO,

The NORTHWESTERN MILLER’s cu- 
pid, sick at heart and leaning over the 
flour barrel, fully expresses the feeling 
of the flour trade in western New 
York. Themills of Buffalo and Niag- 
ara Falls have been running ligh ly 
for some time. It is stated that the 
Central mill will close downin a few 
days and it is quite probable that 
other mills will foliow suit. 

The statement of the movement of 
flour and grain through Buffalo from 
the west for November shows an in- 
crease of 319,443 bbls in the flour re- 
ceipts and a decrease of 1,398,513 bus 
of grain, estimating flour as wheat, 
over the same time last year. The 
following table shows the movement 
from the opening to the close of navi- 
gation in the years named :
